Friday evening a meeting of the d ir­ 
ectors of t he (’ooperative Building and 
Loan Association was called to hear, 
the report of Deputy State Auditor \V. ! 
H. Freeman, who has been making an 
examination of tin* books of the As- j 
sociation for the past three or four 
weeks. 
Mr. Freeman made a verbal 
report to the directors. 
His written 
report will be filed with the auditor of 
state, and by the auditor sent to the 
Association here. 
This written re­ 
port will he furnished to each stock­ 
holder of the Association as soon ¡ s it 
•is received from the >tnte auditor. 
In hi> verbal report Mr. Freeman 
said that lie had checked the ea>h re- 


e e i p t s 
and 
disbursements hack 
to 
February, 1904, the date of the Mc- 
Cradv shortage; that he had checked 
the books by series covering a period 
which satisfied him that the accounts 
were correctly kept. 
In this time he found that every dol­ 
lar that had been received by the se< 
retarv had been correctly accounted 
for to the cent and turned over to the 
treasurer; that the treasurer had co r­ 
rectly receipted to the secretary for 
all this money, and had paid it out 
correctly on orders. 
The finding that 
these accounts were correctly kept 
assured Mr. Freeman that no fraud 
had been done by any of the officers of 
the Association. 
Mr. Freeman felt it 
would be a useless expenditure of the 
Association’s money to continue the 
examination as it would require a 
year's time to run all the series back 
to February 1904, the time of the Mo* 
Grady shortage, to ascertain the exact 
amount of that shortage. 
A n d there 
would be no recourse for the Associa­ 
tion for at that time all was obtained 
from the bondsmen that it was |>ossi- 
ble to obtain. 
As to the cause for the loss in the 
profits of the Association, Mr. Free­ 
man gave it as his opinion that not all

In that case the defend­ 
ant was president of a Real Estate, 
Building & Loan Fund Association of 
Bloomington, and was alleged to have 
embezzled money belonging to that 
association. 
The court held that the 
indictment did not aver that the presi­ 
dent was an agent or employe having 
a confidential relation with the a s ­ 
sociation at the time the alleged em­ 
bezzlement took place and was there, 
fore not good. 
It pointed out that 
there was a difference between lar- j 
ceny and embezzlement and that the 
indictment 
did 
not 
show sufficient 
facts to support the allegation of the 
latter charge. 
Governor 
Haskell 
referred 
the 
requisition to the attorney general for 
a special hearing and he gave the 
opinion that it should have been g ra n t­ 
ed a s there was a doubt as to how the 
Supreme Court would decide the m at­ 
ter, and held that the doubt should be 
given in favor of the demanding state.

During the Pa s t Ye a r. 
Indianapolis. Oct. 22.—Jam es Ep p er­ 
son, state mine insp ector, whose re­ 
port for the last fiscal year will be 
issued shortly from the p ress of the 
state p rinter, has rep orted to the gov­ 
ernor 18 8 violations of the state min­ 
ing laws by miners, mine owners, mine 
bosses and mine sup erintendents for 
the p eriod covered 
by the report. 
Prosecutions were brought by the in­ 
sp ector under virtually every statute 
on the books relating to the mining of 
coal. 
It has been charged against the 
dep artment that its activities in p rose­ 
cution 
have 
been 
directed 
chiefly 
against the miners, hut a glance over 
the rep ort shows that the mine bosses 
and sup erintendents have felt the hand 
of the insp ector to a greater degree 
than the miners, when the relative 
number of such p ersons emp loyed in 
the coal mines is taken into account. 
Evident wanton disregard of the 
laws designed to p rotect the miner 
from his own carelessness is noted in 
a num ber of the p rosecutions. Several 
were p rosecuted for op ening kegs of 
p owder with coal picks. 
Others were 
p rosecuted ^ or drilling holes for blast­ 
ing charges of greater diameter than 
is p ermitted by statute. 
This statute 
was p assed following an investigation 
of a mine disaster at Seelyville, Vigo 
county, which was traced to dangerous­ 
ly large drill holes. 
Faulty machinery 
and failure to p rovide the most, rudi­ 
m entary safety requirements in the 
mines 
are 
charged 
against 
mine 
bosses, sup erintendents and owners.
